HERRICK TROPHY 


CAMP PERRY, 0.—The Ohioans, who 
won the Herrick trophy mateh when 
first shot for here three vears ago, took 
it again, defeating the Massachusetts 
riflemen who held the trophy last vear. 
They seored 1689, while the marine

MILITIAMIEN READY 
~FORPINE CAMP TRIP 
TO NEW YORK STATE 


Col. John J. Sullivan, the new com- 
mander of the ninth infantry regiment, 
M. V. M., today has completed his final 
arrangements for the transportation of 
the 820 men of his command who are to 
go_to Pine camp, Jefferson county, N. 
Y., to the “camp of instruction,” com- 
manded by Maj.-Gen. Frederick  D. 
Grant, U. S. A. 

The ninth will leave Boston Aug. 20 
and return Aug. 28. 

About the same time that the Bay 
6tate command is making its entrain- 
ment similar entrainments will take 
place in Maine, Vermont and Rhode Isl- 
and. 

From Maine 800 men of the second 
infantry regiment,are going; from Ver- 
mont, 775 men of the first infantry regi- 
ment; from Rhode Island, troop A of 
Pawtucket and troops B and C of Provi- 
dence, 171 men. There will also be at 
the camp during the week 3000 regulars 
and 2530 guardsmen of New York state. 

The regiment, made up of all the 
Boston companies and one each from 
Lawrence and Lowell, will parade 
through Boston about 6 p. m. for the 
South station. Their train will leave 
at 8 p. m., arriving the next morning 
at Pine camp. The second section will 
stop at Natick to entrain Company L 
and at Worcester to pick up company 
G of Worcester and company IK of 
Clinton.

Including the Riverbank and Cam- 
bridge subways, and the elevated struct- 
ure beside the dam, Cambridge, at their 
completion, will be approached by three 
distinctly modern transit routes, with a 
distance of two miles between the two 
extremes, 

The Cambridge subway. which is be- 
ing constructed by the Boston Elevated 
tailwavy Company, through a contractor, 
it ig now estimated by men of en- 
gineering experience, Will be ready for 
the laying of the tracks about February 
or March next year. The portion 
which is in Boston, extending from the 
Cambridge to the Park street station, is 
in the hands of the Boston trans*+ com- 
mission and was begun last ‘September, 
starting northwest of Grove and Phillips 
streets and extending in a southwesterly 
direction toward Park street station. It 
is now eompleted to a point directly 
under Mt. Vernon street. This section, 
it is expected, will be completed about

If the contractors agree to complete 
the work by Sept. 1. 1911. that date will 
he very shortly thereafter followed by 
the opening to traffic of the Cambridge 
tunnel. 

Although the completion of the Cam- 
bridge subway, or the elevated struc- 


jture to Cambridge, via the Charles river 


dum, is not vet definitely 11 sight. Cam- 
bridge patrons of the Boston Elevated 
Company are beginning to figure just 
how much time, in journeying between 
their homes and will be saved 
when everything is in perfect running 
order, 

This saving of time will make a great 
difference to Cambridge in many ways. 
It isnot unlikely that the appearance of 
the citv may be considerably changed by 
the revolution in modes of t-ivel. Some 
portions of the city will become more 
available for out-of-town residence for 
Boston business men, and other sections. 
which now receive a trade advantage by 
reason of containing numerous well-pat- 
ronized ear routes, may be descined to 
become so-comparatively quiet and un- 
frequented that the shops that have 
hitherto enjoyed prosperity ~ ili be 
obliged to move. The aristocratic sec- 
tion of the city, from Harvard square 
to Mt. Auburn. is expected to hold its 
present character of intimate 
eonnection with the university, but some 
other residential sections may be greatty 
altered. 

Not only will Cambridge people bene- 
fit by the new travel schedules, but also 
those living in towns and cities reached 
by lines going through Cambridge, 
that the people of at least five suburbs 
adjoining Cambridge will reap benefit 
from the progress in that city. There 
are 24 car routes of the Elevated Com- 
pany in Cambridge, only two of which 
will not be affected by either the sub- 
wav or the dam elevated lines, consider- 
ing the ehanges in routes that will prob- 
ably be made under the new conditions. 
There will, of course, be many surface 
lines in operation, but it is expected 
that the burden on these lines will be 
greatly lightened, and that this will 
eause changes in the running*schedules. 
The bulk of the travel through Cam- 
bridge will be by the subway. 

One change in particular will be marked, 
namely, the traffic over the Harvard 
bridge. At present it is very heavy, 
including that of the Park street and 
the Dudley street routes. When the 
subway is in operation the Dudley 
street line will retain its full quota of 
patrons, but the entire Park street pat- 
ronage will be switched off to the Cam- 
bridge bridge. 

East Cambridge patrons particularly 
will be benefited by the new elevated 
structure from Lechmere square to a 
station directly in front of the North 
station. All East Cambridge-Boston 
lines will go: over the elevated struc- 
ture alongside the Charles river dam, 
through the West End to the North 
station. 

Somerville people will 
affected by the elevated structure from 
square to the North station, 
as it is expected that the Ilighland ave- 
nue line, which at present goes to Sulli- 
Van square, Charlestown, will be divert- 
ed over the dam.

became the medium of very conspicuous 
gifts between the two nations, thus illus-

The New York ITferald published an 
nteresting account of Captain Budding- 
on’s achievement on Dee. 
and immediately Crampton, the 
| English minister, entered a claim to a 
“continuing right” to the ownership of 
the prize. The minister then conferred 
with his home government in’ London. 
and the authorities quickly waived all 
claim and right to the vessel, thus mak- 
ing it the unchallenged property of Cap- 
tain Buddington by force of common 
maritime law. | 
Congress then performed a most com- 
mendable act by purchasing the Reso- 
lute for the sum of $40,000, and the boat 
was conveyed to one of the government 
navy yards and refitted with great care 
‘for Arctic service. The next grand step 
taken by Congress was to present the 
renovated vessel to Queen Victoria and 
| the people of Great Britain. This was 
‘accomplished by a joint resolution of 
Aug. 28, 1856.

On Noy. 13, 1856, the Resolute left 
New York under the command of Capt. 
H. J. Hartstene, U. S. N., and one mgnth 
later, after a boisterous voyage with a 
furious gale raging, the vessel arrived 
at Portsmouth, Eng. Immediately upon 
letting down her anchor in English wa- 
ters the St. George cross was displayed 
at her masthead, beside the stars and 
stripes of the American Union. A royal 
salute was fired from the H. M. flagship 
Victory. from the fortifications and from 
the gunboat Shannon at Spithead. Sir 
Charles Wood, First Lord of Her Britan- 
nic Majesty’s Admiralty, had arranged 
for a royal welcome to Captain Hart- 
stene and his officers, including accom- 
modations at the best hotel, a bountiful 
supply of fresh provisions for the crew 
of the Resolute, and railroad passes to 
London. Invitations of hospitality were | 
showered upon Captain Hartstene from 
municipality and military authorities, | 
scientific associations and clubs without | 
number, 

Queen Victoria expresed a desire to 
see the boat of wonderful history and it 
was towed to Cowes and securea to the 
place of royal embarkation at Trinity 
wharf. It was there visited by the roy- 
al party, including the Queen, Prince 
Consort Albert, Prince of Wales (the 
late King Edward), the Princess Royal 
and Prineess Alice. 

In presenting the Resolute to the 
Queen, Captain Hartstene delivered the 
following simple, but very eloquent 
apeech: 

“Allow me to welcome your majesty 
on board the Resolute, and in obedience 
‘to the will of my countrymen and of the 
President of the United States, to re- 
store her to vou, ouly as dn evi- 
dence of a friendly feeling to your sov- 
ereignty, but token of love, admir- 
ation and respect to your majesty per 
Hsonally.”

She then invited Captain Hartstene to 
dine and spend the night at Osborne, 
extending an invitation to the officers 
to visit the royal palace and grounds. 
The Queen also ordered that the sum of

On Dec. 30 the formal presentation to 
the English people took place, and Cap- 
Hartstene then delivered the fol- 
lowing address to  Viee-Admiral Sir 
George Seymour, who accepted the ves- 
isel for the British Admiralty: - 

“Sir, the closing scene on my most 
pleasant and important mission has now 
to be performed. And, permit me to 
hope that long after every timber in her 
sturdy frame shall have perished, the 
remembrance of the old Resolute will be 
cherished by the people of the respective 
nations. I now, with a pride totaly at 
variance with our professional ideas 
strike my flag, and to you, sir, give up 
the ship!” 

In responding, Admiral Seymour de- 
clared “that the graceful act on the part 
of the United States toward this coun- 
try, and the courteous manner in which 
it has been carried out by Captain Hart- 
stene will ever live in the memory of the 
peoplé of England.” 

A few days later Captain Tlartstene 
was entertained at dinner by Lord Pal- 
merston, Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, and also by the municipal au- 
thorities of Portsmouth. When he was

Under 
the heading of “A Royal Gift to the 
President,” the notice presented ‘the text 
of the inscription and stated that the 
table, “was made of live oak, Weighs 
1300) pounds, elaborately carved, and 
altogether it is a magniticent specimen of 
workmanship.” On the 2oth the Lon- 
don TMmes devoted a four line notice to 
a mere announcement of the arrival of 
the table at Washington. The gracious 
act of England’s Queen never was ac- 
corded the recognition which it certainly 
deserved. 

For the past thirty years this beauti 
ful, substantial and = practical souvenir 
of cordial international friendship be 
tween (Grreat Britain and America has 
continued to serve a good purpose as the 
official writing desk of the Chief Exeeu- 
tives of the United States. President 
Taft now transacts the business of the 
presidential oflice on this. celebrated 
wrifing table of romantic history. It 
daily confronts the head of our nation 
as a reminder of the friendship and 
good-will which exist between the great 
English-speaking nations of vesterday 
and today. 

It is doubtful if any other 
old or new world is permitted to exer- 
cise the official functions of his admin- 
istration on a desk evolved from sucha 
romantic and wonderful chain of cir- 
cumstances, With the memory of the 
inspiring and majestic interchange of 
courtesies which have attended its. his- 
tory, how can work performed on such 
a grand souvenir ever bear the siughtest 
relation to “that dry drudgery on the 
desk’s dead wood” of which Charles 
Lamb complained? The wood drawn | 
from the frame of the Resolute is inani- 
mate, but the affection which prompted 
the gift and the intelligence which formed 
it are linked to the divine, and will 
preserve the memento down through the 
centuries to encourage peace and friend- 
ship among the nations.

Heads of departments should take the 
responsibility of granting the city em- 
ployees absence from work with pay. 
rather than the mavor and city council, 
according to an opinion which has been 
given by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
McLaughlin on the legality of the order 
passed by the city council giving city 
employees who are members of the 
Army or the state militia time 
off with pay for annual encampments 
and conventions. 

Mr. McLaughlin holds that under the 
form of the orders passed by the city 
council the men cannot be allowed pay 
for. the time ‘away. In the first place 
members of the city council are pro- 
hibited by the new charter from par- 
ticipating in [the employment of labor, 
and secondly, while the city council and 
mayor acting jointly may authorize a 
vacation, the ons of absence requested 
in the orders As not in his opinion a va- 
cation. 

Lastly, the-orders passed by the city 
council were a request upon the mayor 
to direct the heads of departments to 
grant without loss of pay time off, ete. 
Mr. McLaughlin holds that the orders 
should grant authority direct to the 
heads of departments instead of being 
in the form of a request upon the mayor 
to direct, ete. 

Mr. McLaughlin submitted with his 
opinion a draft of an order which he 
considered would be legal. This author- 
izes the heads of departments direct and 
makes the leave of absence coextensive 
with their annual vacation. 

There are about 400 G. A. R. men in 
the employ of the city, of whom about 
40 will attend the annual encampment 
this year. 

The trustees of the children’s institu- 
tions department have just received the 
resignation of Superintendent Sumner D.

BUILDING ACTIVITY 


Leading Boston lumber authorities re- 
port that new building activity in New 
England has recently shown some im- 
provement in volume. Although not quite 
up to the level of last summer, it con- 
trasts with a falling off in New York 
construction work of over 50 per cent 
and is on the whole fairly satisfactory. 
Lumber demand in this district through- 
out the current season has been well up 
to the average of the past five years. 

A disappointing feature of the situ- 
ation, however, so far as the lumber 
companies are concerned, is found in the 
prices of eastern spruce, now quoted 
at $22.50 per 1000 feet, a decline of fully 
8 to 10 per cent from prices at the cor- 
responding time last year. -Shingles are 
at present selling around $3.25, a drop of 
approximately 25 per cent from their 
1909 prices, due to overproduction. 

Added to this is the fact that the 10 
per cent advances in joint railroad rates 
on lumber from Maine to Boston points, 
which were announced by the Bangor & 
Aroostook and its connecting lines three 
months ago, but temporarily held up 
pending. their justification by the inter- 
state commerce commission, have now 
become effective. Opponents of the new 
schedules were unorganized and did not 
compile a sufficiently impressive argu- 
ment to induce a permanent suspension 
of the higher tariffs. Further opposition 
to them, however, is not unlikely. 

These new railnoad rates not only 
place the’ large lumber interests in New 
Hampshire and Vermont at an unprece- 
dented disadvantage in marketing their 
product by rail to western Massachusetts, 
but at the same time add about 10 per 
cent or $4 to $5 per carload, to cost of 
carriage on consignments from the Maine 
mills to Boston points. 

The Blacker & Shepard Company’s 
yards fire will not prove a considerable 
factor to lumber trade although it de- 
stroyed one of the largest standing 
stocks in this city. A shareholder in the 
company states that probably 4,000,000 
feet were burned, including about 1,500,- 
000 feet of spruce and a large amount of 
southern and white pine, as well as 
maple and other woods. The conflagra- 
tion at Campbellton, N. B., some days 
ago consumed at least 14,000,000. feet of 
lumber, but even that had no effect on 
market prices. The Boston losses will 
be chiefly through interruption of busi- 
ness of the lumber concerns involved. 
They were well covered by insurance, 
broadly distributed among various local 
agencies. 


COMPANY AVOIDS 
GRADE CROSSINGS 


Proposed Line of Hampden 
Railroad Will Have Grade 
Not Exceeding One Per 
Cent for Entire Length. 


Maps now submitted to the Massachu- 
setts railroad commission in connection 
with the application by the Hampden 
Railroad Corporation for approval of con- 
struction of a line costing approximately 
$3,200,000, between the western Massa- 
chusetts points of Springfield and Hol- 
yoke and Bondsville, outline a grade not 
exceeding 1 per cent throughout the 
whole route of 26.82 miles. To this end 
the company proposed an entire avoid- 
ance of grade crossings. This, it is esti- 
mated, will necessitate an expenditure 
of more than $450,000 for bridges and 
culverts. Ten miles of sidings are also 
planned. 

Actual surveys and examinations have 
been completed by the engineers of the 
new company. 

Miss Mabel A, Paine, the only remon- 
Strant to the company’s petition, is a 
resident of Chicopee, whose house is lo- 
cated directly on the route as mapped 
out. 

-Among other objections she asserts 
that the road “would run parallel to the 
Boston & Mairlé from Springfield to Chic- 
opee, on practically the same roadbed, 
and from that point on it would parallel 
the already existing Boston & Maine 
branch from Chicopee Junction to Chico- 
pee Falls at a distance frobh it of from 
one quarter to one half milé.” She also 
Claims that it is commonly reported that 
the incorpora@fas would in effect act. only 
as a construction company for one of 
the larger New England railroad in-

A leading paper authority estimates 
that within a few years as a result of 
the inauguration of the “no-return” rule 
American newspapers have saved an- 
nually an aggregate of 50,000 to 55,000 
tons of newsprint worth at least $2,000,- 
000 per annum. Not only was the $2,- 
000,000 an absolute loss to the newspa- 
pers themselves, but it involved the need- 
less destruction of valuable timberlands 
and the consequent placing of a premium 
on future production of newsprint. 

The introduction of this economy in 
Chicago alone has saved $360,000 in that 
city and it is estimated that in Boston 
the abolition of the return privilege 
will, it is believed, prove a certain stimu- 
lus to its increased adoption during the 
next few years.

Values in cotton goods are distinctly 
firmer and are well] maintained, notice 
having been given by one large producer 
of an intention to hold prices on staple 
ginghams on their present level until 
Oct. 1, 30 days later than the notice of 
May 14 indicated. Buyers are very nu- 
merous in the markets. Special retail 
sales of domestics have shown less snap 
than usual at this period. Retailers and 
jobbers are still pursuing a conservative 
policy in their purchases for late ship- 
ments, but trade is steady. 

Yarns are higher and firm. In men’s 
wear the demands for worsteds are 
broadening, while wool goods for spring 
are not doing so well as a year ago. 
Dress goods are still adversely affected 
by the strike in the garment-making es- 
tablishments. 

A more satisfactory volume of fall 
orders is noted in the shoe trade. The 
leather markets are not so strong and 
active as hides. Further sharp advances 
have been realized this week in almost 
all varieties of domestic and foreign 
hides Prices on all kinds of packer and 
country hides show an increase in quo- 
tations. Foreign dry hides are also 
about a half cent higher and at German 
auction sales an advance of 3 per cent 
to 4 per cent was established. 

Bradstreet’s State of Trade says: 

Almost universally favorable weather 
reports, a consequently more optimistic 
report as to late planted crops than in 
any recently preceding week, and a mod- 
erate expansion in the volume of fall 
trade are the leading features. Corn and 
cotton have apparently gained ground. 

Among the industries, iron and steel 

are quiet; the quietest of the year, in 
fact, according to leading trade authori- 
ties. ; 
Commodity prices as a whole declined 
in July resuming the reactive movement 
noted from the high levels of the year. 
For the week changes are not very im- 
portant. The leading cereals show less 
than ordinary fluctuations. 

Wheat, including flour, experts from 
the United States and Canada for the 
week ending Aug. 11, aggregated 1,226,- 
214 bushels against 1,785,755 this week 
last vear. Corn exports for the week 
are 190,671 bushels against 139.400 in 
1909. 

Business in copper was of reasonably 
good volume this week, particularly for 
export. As a result prices turned up- 
ward, though toward the close an easier 
tone was induced by realization sales. 

Business failures for the week ending 
Aug. 11 were 231, against 219 in the like 
week of 1909. 

In Canada wholesale trade is fairly 
active.

CHICAGO—Twin City Rapid Transit 
officials say 35 per cent of their business 
is interurban in the sense that that 
percentage of passengers ride within the 
limits of St. Paul and Minneapolis on 
continuous trips, using one of the four 
interurban lines part of the distance 
and paying two nickels. 

The company is considering the use of 
pay-as-you-enter cars.

Economic Progress of the 
Country Is Shown in the 
Volume of Goods Exported 
During the Past Year.

IMPORTS INCREASE 


« NEW YORK— Nothing could illustrate 
more strikingly the progress being made 
by Cuba under representative govern- 
ment than the figures presented by Senor 
Villegas, minister of finance, showing the 
commercial movement since the achieve- 
ment of independence. 

The total value of imports of merchan- 
dise (including money) has risen from 
$66,658,000 in 1900 to $91,447,000 in 1909. 
It is the figures of exportation, however, 
which disclose in a more direct sense the 
country’s economic progress. These fig- 
ures show a growth from $48,904,000 in 
1900 to $124.711,000 in 1909. The latter 
figure is an increase of more than $30.- 
000,000 over 1908 and of $14,500,000 over 
1905, the previous record. 

Our share in the trade of Cuba is large 
and shows a healthy growth. The bal- 
ance is still, however, too largely on the 


side of exports from Cuba to the United 


States. Exports from Cuba to this coun- 
try rose from $33,246,000 in 1900 to $109,- 
441.800 in 1909. Imports of American 
products into Cuba rose from $29,176,000 


;in 1900 to $46,339,200 in 1909. An increase 


of nearly 60 per cent in absorption of our 
goods by Cuba indicates that the ten- 
dency is in the right direction. Of the 
total increase in importations into Cuba, 
amounting to $28,700,000, the United 
States obtained about $17,]00,000, 

Of this increase, United Kingdom took 
about $1,800,000, with total sales of $12,- 
260,400; but the notable gains have ‘een 
in the case of Germany, from 22,982,800 
in 1900 to $6,587,500 in 1909, and France 
from $3,267,600 to $8,988,600. The in- 
crease in imports from France was al- 
most 80 per cent from 1908 to 1909 and 
probably indicates an exercise of the in- 
creased purchasing power of the upper 
classes for articles of luxury. 

Spain has hardly been holding her own 
in volume of imports into Cuba, the 
amount having declined from $9,755,700 
in 1900 to $8,194,700 in 1909. It is quite 
possible, however, that the proposed 
reciprocity treaty between these coun- 
tries will divert a portion of the Cuban 
demand for textiles and Iuxuries to 
Spain. 

One of the most significant and favor- 
able features of the exhibit of last year 
is the large excess of exports over im- 
ports. This excess for 1908 (not in- 
cluding ,money) was $9,384,000 and for 
1909 $33,264,900. The movement of 


monev showed net imports during 1909 
of about $3,825,000. 
. This large favorable balance of eX- 
ports of goods and the counter inward 
current of money, indicates that Cuba 
is entering upon'an era which will be. 
one of great prosperity if her people 
are not tempted to discount the future 


unduly by heavy purchases of luxuries 


in Europe.

The transition of American ‘Telephone

This does not mean that American 
Telephone will not do any financing or 
pretty regular financing in years. to 
come, but the old saying in State street 
that American Telephone shares are a 
good investment, but the company must 
have $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 new cap- 
ital each year has lost its truth. There 
is good reason to believe that the bulk 
of such financing as comes will be for 
collateral purposes—either the acquisi- 
tion of new companies or the loaning 
of funds for telegraph expansion. 

In the first six months of the current 
vear American Telephone gained 308,000 
stations, including stations of the Bell 
lines proper and connected licensee or 
affiliated independent stations. This is 
at the rate of 616,000 per annum and 
compares with a total increase in stations 
last year of 778,000. This smallest ex- 
pansion in the face of the fact that the 
company is spending this vear at the 
rate of $42,000,000 per annum in new 
eonstruction, compared with $28,000,000 
in 1909, an increase of $14,000,000 or 
50 per cent, is puzzling until analyzed. 
The explanation is this: 

In 1909 American Telephone connected 
with 405,061 sub-licensee or independent 
telephone stations. In the first six 
months of this year the number was 
but 73,000, or at the rate of 146,000 per 
annum. At the same time the increase 
in Bell stations proper was 234,935, 
against 167,691 for the six months to 
June 30 last. This means that the gain 
in stationa_of the Bell lines proper, upon 
which, of course, only American Tele- 
phone money is spent, is running at a 
rate 40 per cent greater than in 1909, 

The slowing down in affiliation with 
independent stations is only natural. 
American Telephone has about cleaned 
up the available field. Like Alexander 
it has no more worlds to conquer.

Nearly Eleven Millions to-Be 
Paid Out in Boston in In- 
terest and Dividends, New 
High Record for Month. 


PREVIOUS PAYMENTS 


The dividend, interest and_ principal] 
disbursements in September, payable in 
Boston, are estimated by the ‘Boston 
News Bureau at $10,926,272, a high rec- 
ord for that month, compared with 
$7,223,500 this month and $8,170,000 last 
year. The unusual increase of $2,756,272 
in next month’s disbursements, ygom- 
pared with a year ago, is due largely 
to the payment of $2,000,000 principle 
on Wood Worsted Mills notes.

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Frederick H. Newell is in charge of 
the work of reclaiming the arid regions 
of the country beyond the Mississippi, } 
by means of irrigation, which is bring- 
ing hundreds of thousands of acres of 
barren waste into fertility and produc- 
tion, says the National Monthly, and 
reminds us apropos of this modern ex- 
pedient that as recently.-as 10 vears 
ago, the popular conception of irrigation, 
so far as the East, which can depénd 
upon its regular amount of rainfall every 
season, is concerned, was confined almost 
entirely to a knowledge of the use of 
the sprinkling pot and garden hose. Few 
in the East knew anything worth men- 
tioning of the vast arid acres of the 
West which might be brought under 
cultivation and, to yield abundant crops, 
by application of water to the soil. It 
had been agitated in the West, but in- 
terest in the subject could not be 
aroused elsewhere. Finally, there came 
out of the most arid state of that sec- 
tion a man who knew more about irri- 
gation than all of the rest of them eom- 
bined. That man was Francis G. New- 
lands, now United States senator from 
Nevada. For 10 years in the House of 
Representatives Mr. Newlands talked 
irrigation.

EDITORIAL

A Most important lesson to be learned from 
present business conditions is that of economy 
and conservation. The notorious waste by 
national, state and municipal governments, by 
corporations and individuals, must be ended 


Business

present blessings. This country has been so 
abundantly prospered in vears past that 
men generally have become possessed with the 
idea that the only way to thrift and success is 
in expansion. Asa result there has been woful waste and extrava- 
gance where there should have been a degree of frugality which if 
carried out in all departments of commercial and domestic activity 
would have given the nation a far more important standing among the

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countries of the world. It is indeed most remarkable that our pros¢.... 
perity has been so great in view of the reckless manner in which we, 


have handled our wealth. 
There are indications now that men of affairs are beginning to 


turn their attention to this subject of economy. Many individuals 


have been compelled to practise it by reason of the higher cost of liv- 
ing and inelastic incomes. Corporations are likely to give the matter 
serious consideration because business does not always continue to 
expand without occasional halts, and profits must shrink if frugality 
11 some directions is not resorted to. Some of our municipal govern- 
ents are setting a good example by reducing expenses where it can 
be done without injury to the city’s welfare. and others would do well 


10 follow the example. 


The problem which confronts the.railway companies and the 


interstate commerce commission, that of freight rates, is one of great- 


est mmportance to the whole country. Railway business has expanded 
at a wonderful rate, but operating expenses have increased to such an 
extent that the companies are at a loss as to how to meet expenses and 
dividend requirements without advancing freight rates. Whether 
the burden eventually talls upon the public or not, the present situa- 
tion affords the railway companies an excellent opportunity of study- 
ing the question with the view of curtailment of expenses by more 
efficient operation without hardship to themselves or the public. Just 
how it is to be worked out is a matter difficult at this time to deter- 
mine, but with the best talent of the commercial world engaged in an 
endeavor to solve the problem a satisfactory conclusion may be an- 
ticipated. - 

The government crop report issued this week indicates that the 
harvest this year, while not as large as many had expected earlier in 
the season, will be abundant. ‘Taking it as a whole the vield will be 
adequate to meet_all the country’s needs and leave a good balance for 
export. Compared with a few years ago the promised return this 
vear would be regarded as amazingly large were it not for the larger 
demands due to increased population. 
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WHEN a man is accused by a political 
opponent of profiting directly or indirectly 
by legislation with which he has to do, it 
is natural and proper that he should defend 
himself as he thinks best and that he should 
inake every effort to clear himself of an 
imputation that must wound him. Such a 
course of action has been taken by Senator 
Aldrich in respect to certain allegations 
made by Senator Bristow in Kansas on the 
10th of July. Senator Aldrich has made a long answer, that has 
been drawn with care and exhibits some detail. To the more 
specific allegations. in the answer, a direct denial cannot be 
made without the risk of misinformation or discourtesy. Mr. 
Aldrich is a competent witness as to the details of his own business 
and it is useless to deny it. On the other hand, we must reserve 
to ourselves the right to form our own conclusion as to whether 
the Intercontinental Rubber Company is virtually a trust or not. The 
history of trusts in the United States courts being what it is, 
founded first on sworn testimony and then on judicial decision

impressed by judgment, Senator.Aldrich will not be much surprised __ 


though he may be annoyed if the people are backward at looking 
at a corporation such as the rubber company as an organ of 
philanthropy. But the discussion of this question ought. to be 
quite without heat because it takes on the color of one that affects 
the whole nation and must continue to affect it till right be firmly 
settled. 

In the beginning of his letter of defense, Mr. Aldrich says 
of those gentlemen who are not entirely satisfied with the Payne- 
Aldrich bill, that they “prate about the treatment of the tariff as 
a moral question.” Had Mr. Aldrich honored us with a sight of 
a draft of his letter, we slfould not have admired the insertion of 
this clause; it is defective as a technical plea in ‘that it is argumen- 
tative, and is very much more defective in that it speaks disre- 
spectfully of a term that under the Power which guides this and 
all other governments must always be applied to the conduct of a 
nations affairs. The nation’s ‘thanks and those of all civilized 
communities are owing to any body of men of whatever politics 
that are willing to make moral questions of national significance. 
We are not aware at this writing whether this specific term has 
been used by those “insurgents” and: Democrats who have spoken 
against the tariff, at all events they have to thank Mr. Aldrich for 
an illuminative addition to our political phrase-book. But had these 
gentlemen used this expression, to our notion they would have used 
it because in the opinion of thousands of men the treatment of the 
protective tariff 1s most decidedly #® moral question, for the reason 
that it involves without beating about the bush the peremptory 
query, How impartial can be members of a-legislature that fix 
the terms of a tariff ostensibly intended to protect industries in 


-which those members must be directly or indirectly interested ?

' Of course’ the most rational method of extingtishing fires in 
these days is that of direct pressure, and wherever it is possible to 
do so, and particulagly in large towns and cities, it should be adopted. 
This method dispenses with the use of the fire engine. It will be a 
considerable time; however, before the direct pressure system will be 
in general use, because of the cost involved in putting in new service 
water pipes; In reality, it would be an economical step for communti- 
ties to asstime this ‘first cost at the earliest time practicable, but until 
they do the next best step will be the’ substitution of automobile 
engines for those drawn by horses. 

The losses resulting from fires in the United States annually are 
no less enormous than disgraceful. They imply a certain public 
disregard for ordinary precaution which is anything but creditable 
to us as a people. The destruction resulting from carelessness and 
negligence has become a terrible tax upon American capital and labor.

Court gently enforcing the provisions of the inter- 
state commerce law. Within the jurisdiction 
of this court will come practically the settle- 
ment of all controversies and disputes arising 
between the shipper and the common carrier. Incidentally, this court 
must, through its decisions, give assurance to or cause unrest among 
the investing and the employing classes. So closely identified are the 
transportation interests with all others that any legislative or judicial 


action having a tendency to disturb them affects the business of the 


country in general. 

It is all important, therefore, that the commerce court about to 
be organized shall be composed of men whose ability, integrity, and 
poise are beyond reasonable question. The decisions of the court 
must have regard not merely for the immediate interest of the shipper 
or the carrier but for the ultimate welfare of the public. It must not 
be swayed by popular clamor nor influenced by popular prejudice. It 
must deal out even-handed justice, and be prompt and fearless in the 
discharge of its duties. Let 1t but once win the confidence of the 
people and it will be i a position to render invaluable service to the 
country in the adjudication of disputes which under our present sys- 
tem call for special conferences, much negotiation and long and 
frequently very costly delay. 

For ‘the reason that the commerce court was peculiarly a Taft 
measure, the President is naturally: very anxious that it shall work 
out successfully. Therefore, it is understood, he is desirous that it 
shall be composed of the very ablest and best men available, without

The thing to be attended to is the grave criticism on American 
constitutional and parliamentary government contained in the editor's 
question, a criticism that cannot be waved aside as the tnaccurate 
statement of political controversy. . It is nothing of the sort, bet an 
anomaly or something worse, imbedded in our system of federal 
parliamentary procedure, that 1s opposed cs) he whole theory of 
popular government. 

The general idea of a speaker, as one calls the officer that 
presides over the deliberations of legislative bodies founded on the 
model of the House of Commons, is that of a moderator and one 
that shall see to it that deliberation and discussion are fair and 
orderly and that proceedings are governed by certain recognized 
rules of procedure. As he must be a member of the house, he must 
belong to a political party, but it in no way follows that because he 
so belongs he must as speaker act as though his duty were to maintain 
the welfare of a political party. Yet this is the position that the 
speaker of the House of Representatives now enjoys. through the 
harmful sophistry of politics. It goes without saying, that in a 
country where the volume of affairs is so vast as it is in the United 
States and Great Britain the system of committees must -be used to 
a great extent, and to these committees must be delegated much of 
the work that was done by the whole ‘legislative body when this 
country was smaller. But this does not do away with the argument 
that the house as to both sides should determine what the nature of 
that work shall be which is so delegated to committees in the first 
place, and shall discuss it impartially to both political .parties; and 
that in the second place, when those committees shall have done their 
work, both sides again shall have free right to discuss the result and 
to vote upon it. Neither of these things exists today. 

During the somewhat acrimonious controversy that has raged 
of late in England on the faults and virtues of the House of Lords, 
one of the most plausible arguments advanced against that body has 
been, that, it being composed largely of Conservatives, no measures 
of a Liberal government had. any good chance of success on their 
merits and must be at the mercy of that Conservative majority th the 
upper house. Although we do not think that the hardships of the 


present government are quite so severe as‘part of the Rachcal press. 


profess to believe, yet it must be admitted that such a state of things 
hurts quite as much by the mental habit it engenders as by the actual 
deeds it permits. But it is not essentially ditferent to the abuses now 
existing in our House of Representatives, especially whefe a partiality 
foreign to all ideas of constitutional government is expressed in the 
person of an officer whose election has taken place because of a rule or 


tradition in constitutional parliamentary government that his 
functions ought to be those of impartiality and the furtherance of

It has been pretty plainly said with puzzled 
annoyance on the part of more than one f reign nation that such were 
the ambitions of the United States. No better answer to these 
suspicions could be tound than the approval of this resolution on the 
part of representatives of South American governments. The thing 
that the Umited States desires in South America is that by such 
peaceful continuance of prosperity and independence in government 
as teach nations their- real strength shall the republics of South 
America attain that balance and authority vital in making them our 
allies in preserving republican government. That in taking such a 
step as we have narrated they have moved appreciably toward their 
goal only emphasizes the duty of all citizens of the United States to 
foster in every way the closest relation of frendship with their 
brother republicans in South America, and to accept cheerfully an 
opportunity, the far reaching importance of which is unfolding itself 
with increasing swiftness. 
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
